Charming French Challies — Beautiful
Bedfords—Sliks Decidedly in
the Ascendant.

“New Yors, April 23.—Thank the gods we
live in the minetoonth century—and to-
wards the end of it ! In the elder days of
dress one had a silk gown, or & stuff dress,
or & calico frock, and with pregious little
variety about the color or the weave.
Now, it would seem us thongh' no two
looms were employed in producing the
same goods, There are so many fabrics
that the dealers are puzzied to give names
to them, and they are sufficiently difficalt
to deseribe, i

Of the mors distinotly spring materials
it may be said that erépons snd crocodile
cloths are by far the most popular, al-
though Bedfords dispnte the ascendency
with them, and are reaily so altogether
charming this season that to choose
tweon them wonld eonfuss the judgment
of Paris himself. 'The erapons are hest
liked 1n the. plain, solid enlorings, owing
their sttractiveness to the peculiar weave
of the goods. The newer Badfords, on, the
other hand, are striped.

RESEMELING SCALES,

Crocodily cloths Lave a peculiar, small
figurs in the weave, distantly resembling
scales, whenee the name. They are of &
similar weight to the erepons, snd, 10 fact,
betong to the same family, Camel's-hairs
Liave abandoned the odd and striking efe
feots of lnat year to a vory considerable
extent.
